PURPOSE: To supply a sufficient amount of oil to 
an inner ring to enhance life by arranging the 
cage halves of a roller at an interval to each other 
which is equal to or greater than the diameter of 
an oil injection hole bored in an outer ring. 
CONSTITUTION: A pocketed cage is divided into 
two halves 6. 7 and a cage web 8 provided 
between double rows of rollers 5 is placed 
outside a pitch circle in the radial direction of a 
bearing. An outward-facing flange 9 is provided 
on the end faces of the cage halves 6, 7 which 
face each other in the direction of a shaft edge, 
and the halves 6, 7 are guided as the outer 
peripheral surface of the flange 9 makes contact 
with the inner peripheral surface 2 of an outer 
ring 1 . The axial interval A between the cage 
halves 6, 7 is equal to or greater than the 
diameter of an oil injection hole 10 provided in an 
outer ring 1 . Therefore, the flow of oil from the oil 
injection hole 10 is guided to an inner ring 3 
without being impeded and the inner ring 3 is 
also sufficiently oil-cooled by the rolling of the 
rollers 5 to enhance the life of a bearing portion. 
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
